STILL SOARING. 


Another Great Upheaval in 
the Stock Market. 


The Bulls Again Send Up Prices in Old- 
Tyme Style. 


A Day of Wild Excitement and Fever- 
ish Speculation. 


Only One Call Board Session Held and the Bulk 
ef the Gambling Conducted on the 
Streets—Scenes and Incidents 
of the Craze. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN FrANcIscO, Dec. 6.—[By the West- 
ern Associated Press.}| The only session 
of the stock boards held to-day was at the 
Pacifie Stock Exchange at 2:30 this after- 
noon. ‘The upward tendency of last 
week was maintained. The advance in 
many stocks was even greater than on any 
preceding day of last week. Consolidated 
Virginia, always the favorite, went from 
$54.50 to $65, with many believers that even 
$100 will still be reached. Ophir was alsoa 
big favorite, making an advance of $5.50 on 
Saturday, 40 being bid for it to-day. Best 
& Belcher was also in great demand, 
rising to $28 from $24 on Saturday. Savage 
from $18.50 went up to #24, and Mexican 
was in fair demand at $14. The principal 
feature of the session was the big jump in 
Belcher, which simply doubled up on 
Saturday’s close, going from $7.50 to $15. 

When these sharp and heavy advances 
are considered in connection with the con- 
tinued failures, it shows that the bulls have 
gota heavy hold on the market, and are 
not disposed to let go their grip. 

WHY NO SESSIONS WERE HELD. 

The reason publicly assigned for the ab- 
sence of the regular. sessions of the stock 
boards to-day was that the brokers were 
still behind in their business, not having 
eaught up. This did not meet with full 
credence, as it was. known that the brokers 
worked Saturday hight and yesterday and 
last night, straightening It was, how- 
ever, conceivable that the brokers did not 
know where they stood amid, the general 
crash and uncertainty. The San Francisco 
board came together at 9:30, and at once 
went into executive session. This was at- 
tended by brokers only. No official state- 
ment is received of what occurred at this 
executive session. It was learned of a 
broker that a resolution of self-defense 


had been adopted, establishing the 
rule that after today check 
of $1000 or upwards would be 


accepted unless certified. The executive 
session having been adjourned it was an- 
nounced that the regular session would be 
held at 11 o'clock. At that hour the board 
was called to order, but was immediately 
adjourned by the president until 2:50 p.m., 
when it again adjourned for the day. 
A DAY OF EXCITEMENT. . 

When it was known this morning that 
several new firms had failed excitement 
was intense. Theadvance in stocks did 
not appear to attract the attention of specu- 
lators as formerly. ‘They were anxious 
about their brokers and stood about debat- 
ing with themselves whether they would 
putup more money. Before noon Mont- 
gomery street, from California to Bush, was 
one swaying mass of people, and the police- 
men who were on duty’ there found it im- 
possible to keep the street clear. Ola 
timers said they never saw anything like 
it, noteven in bonanza times, and stock- 
brokers said they never saw investors s¢ 
uneasy and anxious.

FORTY-NINTH CONGRESS. 


Second Session. 

WASHINGTON (D. C.), Dec. 6.—Senate.— 
The galleries of the Senate Chamber, in 
spite of the‘inclemency of the weather, 
were filled with spectators when at 12 noon 
the second session of the Forty-ninth Con- 
gress was opened.

Mr. Mitchell offered a preamble and reso- 
lutions calling for a report from the Secre- 
tary of War as to the reasons for the change 
of engineers in charge of the works of in- 
ternational improvement in Oregon. Held 
over until to-morrow. 

After the reading of several annual re- 
ports a committee was appointed to wait on 
the President and inform him that the 


Senate was ready to proceed to business,’ 


and a like committee was appointed to in- 
form the House. 

The credentials of Senator Willliams, of 
California, were presented and the oath of 
office administered to him. 

A recess was taken to 2 o’clock, at which 
hour Edmunds reported that the joint com- 
inittee of the committee of the two houses 
had waited on the President, who had 
asked the committee to congratulate the 
Senate and House on their safe return to 
the Capitol, and to say that he would com- 
municate in writing, immediately there- 
upon. His message was received and the 
reading was begun by Secretary McCook. 

The reading of the message was? con- 
cluded at 3:25, when the message and 
een documents were ordered 
printed. 

Mr. Hoar reminded the Senate that the 
Pacific Railroad Funding Bill had been set 
down as the special order for to-morrow, 
and said that he would then ask that its 
censideration be deferred, in hopes that 
the House would in the meantime take 
some action that would relieve the Senate 
of its trouble in regard to it. 

Mr. Blair announced the death of his 
colleague, Mr. Pike, and moved, as a mark 
of respect to his memory, that the Senate 
adjourn.

news race. lam not without assurance 
that the government of China, whose 
friendly disposition toward us 1 am most 
happy to recognize, will meet us half way 
in devising a comprehensive remedy by 
which an effective limitation of Chinese 
immigration, joined to the protection of 
those Chinese subjects who remain in this 
country, may be secured. Legislation is 
needed to execute the provisions of our 
Chinese convention of 1850, touching the 
opium traffic. 
ISTHMLAN MATTERS. 

While the good will of the Colombian 
government toward our country is manifest, 
the situation of American interests on the 
Isthmus of Panama, has at times excited 
concern and invited friendly action look- 
ing tothe performance of the engagements 
of the two nations concerning the territo 
embraced in the inter-oceanic transit. Wi 
the subsidence of the isthmian disturbances 
and the creation of the State of Panama 
into a federal district, under the direct goy- 
ernment of the constitutional administra- 
tion at Bogota, a new order of things has 
been inauguarated, which, although as yet 
somewhat experimental and affor Ing ag 
for the arbitrary exercise of power by the 
delegates of the national authorities, 
promises much.

permanent funds fora fulfillment of treaties 
and other like purposes, and the remainder,

estimates presented for appropriation 
for the ensuing fiscal year amount 
to $5,608,873.64, or $442,586.20 less than 
those laid before Congress last year. 
The present system of agencies, while ab- 
solutely necessary and well adapted for the 
management of our Indian affairs, and for 
the ends in view when it was adopted, is, 
in the present stage of Indian manage- 
ment, inadequate, standing alone for the 
accomplishment of an object which has be- 
come pressing in its im 
rapid transition from tribal organizations to 
citizenship of such portions of the Indians 
as are incapable of civilized life. When 
the existing system was adopted, the In- 
dian race was outside the limits of organ- 
ized States and Territories, and beyond the 
immediate reach and operation of civiliza- 
tion, and all efforts were mainly directed to 
the maintenance of friendly relations, and 
the preservation of the peace and quiet of 
the frontier. All this is now changed. 
There is no such thing as the Indian fron- 
tier. Civilization, with the busy hum of 
industry and the influence of Christianity, 
surrounds this people atevery point. None 
of the tribes are outside the bounds of or- 
ganized government and society, except 
that the territorial system has not been ex- 
tended over that portion of the country 


known as the Indian Territory. <As 
a race the Indians are ne_ longer 
hostile, but ma be considered as 


submissive tothe control of the govern- 
ment, as few of them are troublesome. 
Except the fragments of several bands, 
all are now gathered upon reservations. It 
is no longer possible for them to subsist by 
the chase and the spontaneous productions 
of nature. With an abundance of land, if 
furnished with the means and implements 
for profitable husbandry, their life of entire 
dependence upon government rations from 
day today is no longer defensible. Their 
inclination, leng fostered by a defective 
system of control, is to cling to the habits 
and customs of their ancestors and struggle 
with persistence against the change of life 
which their altered circumstances press 
upon them; but barbarism and civilization 
cannot live together; it is impossible that 
such incongruous conditions should co- 
exist on the same soil. They are a portion 
of our people, are under the authority of 
our government, and have a 


PECULIAR CLAIM 

upon, and are entitled to, the fostering care 
and protection of the nation. The govern- 
ment cannot relieve itself of this responsi- 
bility until they are sofar trained ard civil- 
ized as to be able wholly to manage and 
care for themselves. The path in which 
they should walk must be clearly marked 
out for them, and they must be led or 
guided until they are familiar with the way 
and noes ay to assume the duties and re- 
sponsibilities that our citizens did. The 
progress of this great work will continue 
only at the present slow pace, and at great 
expense, unless the system and methods of 
management are improved to meet the 
changed conditions and urgent demands of 
the service. The agents, having general 
charge and supervision in many cases of 
more than 5000 Indians, scattered over large 
reservations, and burdened with the details 
of accountability for funds and supplies, 
have time to look after the individual train- 
ing and improvement of but a few Indians 
only. The many are neglected and remain 
and dependent, conditions not 
favorable for progress civiliza- 
tion. The compensation allowed these 
agents and the conditions of the service 
are not calculated to secure for the work- 
men who are fitted by ability and skill to 
properly plan and intelligently.direct the 
methods best adapted to produce the most 
speedy results and permanent benefits. 
Hence the necessity for a supplemental 
agency, or a system directed to the end of 
promoting the general and more rapid 
transition of the tribes from habits and 
customs of barbarity to the ways of civiliza- 
tion, with an anxious desire to devise some 
plan of operation by which to secure the 
welfare of the Indians and to relieve the 
Treasury, so far as possible, from the sup 
ort of an idle and dependent population.

CARE OF THE INDIANS. 

It was designed that this commission 
should be composed of six intelligent and 
capable persons, three to be detailed from 
the army, having practical ideas upon the 
subject of the treatment of the Indians and 
interested in their welfare, and that it 
should be in charge and under the 
direction of the Secretary of the Interior, 
with the manggement of such matters of 
details which cannot, with the present 
organization, be properly and successfully 
conducted, and which present different 
phases as the Indians themselves differ in 
their progress, disposition and capacity for 
improvement or immediate  self-support. 
By the aid of such a commission much 
unwise and useless expenditure of tmoney, 
waste of material and unavailing efforts 
might be avoided, and itis hoped that this, 
or some measure which the wisdom of 
Congress.may better devise to supply the 
deficiency of the present system, may re- 
ceive your consideration and the appro- 
priate legislation be provided. The time is 
ripe for the work of suchanagency. ‘There 
is less opposition to the education and 
training of the Indian youth, as shown by 
the increased attendance upon the schools, 
and there is a wielding tendency for the 
individual holding of lands. Developments 
and advancement in these directions are es- 
sential and should have every encourage- 
ment. As the rising generation are taught 
the language of civilization and trained in 
the habits of industry, they should assume 
the duties, privileges and responsibilities 
of citizenship. No obstacle should hinder 
the location and settlement of any Indian 
Willing to take land in severalty. On the 
contrary, the inclination to do so should be 
stimulated at all times when proper and ex- 
pedient: but there is no authority‘et law 
for making allotments on some of the res- 
ervations, and pn others the allotments 
provided for are so small that the Indians, 
though ready and desiring to settle down, 
are not willing te accept such small areas 
when their reservations contain ample 
laids to afford them homesteads of 
Sufficient size to meet their pres- 
ent and future needs. These  inequali- 
ties of the existing special laws and treaties 
should be currebindl and some general 
legislation on the subject should be pro-

The recommendations of the 
COMMISSIONER OF THE GENERAL LAND 
OFFICE, 
looking to the better protection of public 
lands and of the public surveys, the preser- 
vation of national forests, the adjudication 
of grants to States and corporations; and of 
private land claims, and the increased 
efheiency ot the public service are com- 
qguended to the attention of Congress. To 
secure the widest distribution of public 
land, and thus make the greatest number 
of individual homes, was the primary 
object of the public land legislation in the 
early days of the republic. This system 
was a simple one. . It recommended that the 
humblest citizen could identify the tract 
upon which he wished to establish his 
home. The price of lands was placed 
within the reach of all the enterprising, 


industrious and honest pioneer citi- 
zens of the country. It was 
soon, however, found that the object 


of the laws was perverted under the system 
of cash sales from a distribution of land 
among the people to an accumulation of 
land capital by wealthy and speculative 
persons. ‘To check this tendency a prefer- 
ence right of purchase was given to settlers 
on the land, a plan which culminated in the 
eneral act of 1841. The foun- 
dation of this was actual residence and cul- 
tivation. | 
stead laws were devised to more securely 
place actual homes in the ssession of 
actual cultivators of the soil. The land 
was given without price, the sole conditions 
being residence, improvement and cultiva- 
tion. Other laws have followed, each de- 
signed to encourage the acquirement and 
use of land in limited individual quantities. 
But in later years these laws, through vic- 
ious administration methods and under 
changed conditions of communication and 
transportation, have been so evaded and 
violated that their beneficent purpose is 
threatened with entire defeat. The methods 
of such evasions and violations are set forth 
in detailin the reports of the Secretary of the 
Interior and Commissioner of the General 
Land Office. The rapid appropriation of 
our public lands without hona-fide settle- 
ments or cultivation, and not only without 
intention of residence but before the pur- 
pose of their oe = large holdings, 
in many cases in the hands of foreigners, 
invites the serious and immediate attention 
of Congress. The energies of the Land 
Department have been devoted during the 
present administration to 
REMEDY DEFECTS AND CORRECT ABUSES 
in the public lands service. The resvit of 
these efforts are so largely in the nature of 
reforms in the process and in the methods 
of our land system as to prevent adequate 
estimates, but it appears, by a compilation 
from the reports of the Commissioner of 
the General Land Office, that the immediate 
effect in leading ¢ases which have come to 
a final termination has been the restoration 
to the mass of public lands of 2,750,000 
acres, that 2,570,000 acres are embraced in 
investigations now pending for the 
department in the courts, that the 
action of Congress has been = asked 
to effect the restoration of 2,790,000 
acres additional: besides which 4,000,000 
acres,have been held from reservation and 
the rights of entry thereon maintained. 
recommend the repeal of the Preémption 
and Timber Culture Acts, and that the 
homestead laws be so amended as to better 
secure compliance with and cultivation for 
the period of five years from date of entry, 
without commutation or provision for spec- 
ulative relingquishment.

isa detailed and most satisfactory exhibit 
of the operations of the Pension Bureau. 
During the last fiscal year the amount of 
work done was the largest in any year 
since the organization of the bureau, and it 
has been done at less cost than during the 
yrevious year in every division. On the 
380th day of June, 1886, there were 3,657,063 
pensioners on the rolls of the bureau; since 
1861 there have been 1,018,735 applications 
for pensions filed, of which 8834 were based 
upon service in the war of 1812. There 
were 621,754 of these applications allowed, 
ae 60,172 to the soldiers’of 1812 and 
their widows. The total amount paid for 
pensions since the war of 1812 is 8, 624,- 
811.57. The number of new pensions al- 
lowed during the year ended June 
1886, is 40,857, a larger num- 
save one, since 1861. The names of 222 
pensioners who had previously been dropped 
trom the rolls, were restored during the 
year, and after deducting those dropped 
within the same time for various causes, an 
interest remains for the year of 20,65s 
hames, From January 1, 1881, to December 
1, 1885, 1958 private pension acts had been 
passed. Since the last-mentioned date and 
during the last session of Congress 644 such 
acts became laws. It seems to me that 
no one can examine our pension establish- 
ment and its operations without being con- 
vineed that through its instrumentality 
justice can be very hearly done to all who 
are entitled under the present laws to the 
pension bounty of the government. But it 
is undeniable that cases exist, well entitled 
to relief, in which the Pension Bureau is 
powerless to relieve. The really worthy 
eases of this class are as 
only lack by misfortune the kind or 
quantity of proof which the law and regcula- 
tions of the bureau require, or which, 
though their merit is apparent, for some 
other reason cannot be justly dealt with 
through the general laws. These condi- 
tions fully justify application to Congress 
for special enactments, and a special pen- 
sion act to overrule the deliberate and care- 
ful determination of the Pension Bureau, 
on its merits. or to secure favorable action 
when it could not be expected under the 


most liberal execution of the general 
laws. It must be atimitted that it opens the 
door to the allowance of questionable 


claims, and presents to the legislative and 
executive branches of the government ap 
plications concededly not within the law 
and plainly devoid of merit, but so sur- 
rounded by sentiment and _ patriotic 
feeling that they are hard to resist. 
I suppose it will not be denied that 
many claims for pensions.are made without 
merit, and that many have been allowed on 
fraudulent representations. ‘This has been 
from the Pension Bureau, not 
only ii» this but in prior administrations.

sions. The friendless and destitute soldier, 
dependent upon public charity, if other- 
wise entitled, has precisely the same right 
to share in the provision made for those 
‘who fought their ceuntry’s battle as those 
better able, through friends and influence, 
to push their claims. Every pension that 
is granted under our oresatl plan upon 
any other grounds than actual serv- 
ice, injury or disease ‘ineurred in 
such service, and every instance of 
the many in which pensions are in- 
creased on other grounds than the merits 
of the claim, work an injustice to the brave 
and crippled, but poor and friendless, sol- 
dier, who is entirely neglected, or who 
must be content with the smallest sum 
allowed under the general laws. There 
are far too ey neighborhoods in which 
are found glaring cases of inequality of 
treatment in the matter of pensions, and 
they are largely due to a yielding in the 
Pension Bureau to importunity on the part 
of those other than the pensioners who are 
especially interested, or they arise from 
special acts passed for;the benefit of indi- 
viduals.

should stand side by side when they par- 
ticipate in a grateful nation’s kind remem- 
brance. Every consideration of fairness 
and justice to our ex-soldiers, and the _pro- 
tection of the patriotic instincts of our citi- 
zens from perversion and violence, point to 
the adoption of a pension system, broad 
and comprehensive enough to cover every 
contingency, and which shall make unneces- 
sary an objectionable volume of special leg- 
islation. <As long jas we adhere to the 
principle of granting pensions for service, 
and disability as. th¢>result of the service, 
the allowance of pensions should be re- 
stricted to cases preyenting these features.

‘ielding to no one in tte desire to indulge 
this feeling of consideration, | cannot rid 
myself of the conviction that if these ex- 
soldiers are to be relieved they and their 
cause are entitled to the benefit of an enact- 
ment under which relief may be claimed as 
a right, and that such a relief should be 
granted under the sanction of law, notin 
evasion of it; norshould such worthy objects 
of care, all equally entitled, be remitted to 
the unequal operation of the sympathy of 
the tender mercies of social and 
political intluences with their unjust dis- 
criminations. ‘The discharged soldiers and 
sailors of the country are our fellow citizens, 
and interested with us inthe passage and 
fullgxecution of a wholesome law. They 
cannot be swerved from their duty of citi- 
zenship by artful appeals to their spirit of 
brotherhood, born of common peril and suf- 
fering, nor will they exact asa test of de- 
votionp to their welfare a willingness to 
neglect public duty in their behalf. 

THE PATENT OFFICE. 

On the 4th of March, 1885, the cur- 
rent business of the Patent Office was, 
on an average, five and a half months 
behind. At the close of the last fiscal year 
such current work was but three months in 
arrears, and it is asserted and believed that 
in the next few months the delay in obtain- 
ing an examination of an application fora 
patent will be butnominal. ‘The number of 
applications for patents during the last 
fiscal year, including reissue, designs, 
trade-marks and labels, equals 40,678, which 
is considerably in excess of the number 
received @uring the preceding year. The 
receipts of the Patent Office during the 
year aggregated $1,250,167.50, enabling the 
office to turn into the Treasury, over and 
‘above all expenditures, about $16,370,173. 
The number of patents granted during the 
last fiseal year, including reissues, trade- 
marks, designs and labels, was 25,619, 
a number also quite largely in excess 
of that of any preceding year. The 
of the Commissioner shows the 
office to in a prosperous condi- 
tion and constantly increasing in its busi- 
ness. No increase of force 3 asked for. 
The amount estimated for the year ending 
June 30, 1887, was $853,960. The amount 
estimated forthe fiscal year ending June 
30, 1887, is $778,770. 

PACIFIC RAILWAYS’ DEBT. 

The Secretary of the Interior suggests a 
change in the plan of payment for the in- 
debtedness of the. Pacitic subsidized roads 
to the government. His suggestion has the 
unanimous indorsement of the persons 
selected by the government to act as direct- 
ors of these roads, and to protect the inter- 
ests of the United States in the board of 
directors, 

By a recent decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, it has been ad- 
judged that the laws of the several States 
are inoperative to regulate the rate of 
transportation upon railroads, if such regu- 
lation interfered with the rate of carriage 
from one State into another. ‘Lhis im- 
portant field of control and regulation hav- 
ing been thus left entirely unoccupied, the 
expediency of Federal action upon the sub- 
ject is worthy of consideration. 

LABOR AND CAPITAL. 

The relations of labor to capital, and of 
the laboring men to’their employers, is of 
the utmost concern to eyery patriotic citi- 
zen. When they are strained and distorted 
unjustifiable claims are apt to be insisted 
upon by both interested, and in the contro- 
versy Which results the welfare of all and 
the of {the country are jeopar- 
dized. Any intervention of the general 
government, within the limits of its censti- 
tutional authority, to avert such a condition 
should be willingly accorded. Ina special 
inessage transmitted to Congress at the last 
session, 1 suggested the enlargement of 
our present Labor Bureau, and adding to its 
present functions the power of arbitration 
in cases where differences arise be- 
tween employés and employers. When 
these differences reach such a stage 
as to.result in the interuption of commerce 
between the States. The application of 
this remedy by the general government 
might be reg@rded as entirely within its 
constitutional power, and I think we might 
reasonably hope that such arbitration, if 
‘arefully selected and if entitled to the con- 
fidencé4f the parties to be affected, would 
be voluntarily called to the settlement of 
controversies of less extent and not neces- 
sarily within the domain of Federal regula- 
tion. Iam of theopinion that this sugges- 
tion -is worthy the attention of Congress, 
but —_ all has been done by the passage 
of laws either Federal or State, to relieve a 
situation full of solicitude, much more re- 
mains to be accomplished by the reinstate- 
ment and cultivation of a true American 
sentiment which recognizes the equality of 
Americancitizenship. This in the light of 
our traditions and in loyalty to the 
_ spirit of our institutions would teach that a 
hearty codperation on the part of all inter- 
ests is the surest path to national greatness 
atu the happiness of all our people, That 
capital sheuld, in recognition of 
brotherhood of our citizenship, and ina 
spirit of American fairness, generally gen- 
erousiy aceord to labor its just compensa- 
, tien and consideration, and that eontented 


who are restrained and cage by its

diverse situations of our people are in- 
separable from our civilization; that every 
citizen should in his sphere be a contributor 
to the general good; that capita! does not 
necessarily tend to the oppression of labor, 
and that vivlent disturbances and disorders 
alienate from the promoters true American 
sympathy and kindly feeling. 
AGRICULTURAL INTERESTS. 

The Department of Agriculture, repre- 
senting the oldest and largest of national 
industries, is subserving well the purposes 
of its organization. By the introduction of 
new subjects of farming enterprise and b 
opening new sources of agricultural wealth 
and the dissemination of early information 
concerning production and prices, it has 
contributed largely to the country’s pros- 
perity. Through this agency advanced 
thought and investigation touching the sub- 
jects it has in charge, should, among 
other things, be practically applied to the 
home production, at a low Ba of articles 
which are now imported from abroad. 
Such an innovation will necessarily, of 
course, in the beginning be within the do- 
main of intelligent experiments, and the 
subject in every stage should receive all 
possible encouragement from the govern- 
ment. The interests of millions of our 
citizens engaged in agriculture are involved 
in the enlargement and improvement of 
the results of their labor, and a zealous 
regard for their welfare, should be a willing 
tribute to those whose productive returns 
are a main source of our progress and 
power. The existence of pleuro-pneumonia 
among the cattle of various States has led 
to burdensome and, in some cases, disas- 
trous restrictions in an important branch of 
our commerce, threatening to affect the 
quantity and quality of the product. It is 
a matter of such importance, and of such 
far-reaching consequences, tlat Il hope it 
will engage the serious attention of Con- 
as to the end that such a remedy may 
ve applied as the limits of a constitutional 
delegation of power to the general govern- 
ment will permit. I commend to the con- 
sideration of oe the report of the 
Conumissioner and his suggestions concern- 
ing the interests intrusted to his care. 

THE CIVIL SERVICE. 

The continued operation of the laws re- 
lating to our civil service has added the 
most convincing proofs of its necessity and 
its usefulness. It isa fact worthy of note 
that every public officer who has a just idea 
of his wey A to the people testifies to the 
value of this reform. Its staunchest friends 
are found among those who understand it 
best and its warmest supporters are those 


requirements. The meaning of such re- 
straint and protection is not fully appre- 
ciated by those who want places under 
the government regardless of merit and 
efficiency, nor by those who insist 
that elections for such places’ should 
rest on proper credentials showing active 
partisan work. It is exceedingly strange 
that the seope and nature of this reform 
are so little understood, so that so many 
things, not included within its plan, are 
called by its name. When the civil service 
yields more fully to examination the system 
will have large additions to the number of 
its friends. our civil service reform may 
be imperfect in some of its details; it may 
be misunderstood and opposed; it may not 


always be faithfully applied; its designs 


may sometimes miscarry through mistake; 
it may sometimes tremble under the 
assaults of its enemies or languish under 
the misguided zeal of impracticable friends, 
but if the people of this country ever sub- 
mit to the banishment of its underlying 
principle from the operation of their gov- 
ernment, they will abandon the surest 
guarantee of the safety and success of 
American institutions. invoke for this 
reform the cheerful and ungrudging sup- 
port of Congress. renew my recom- 


‘mendation, made last year, that the Com- 


missioners be made equal to the other offi- 
cers of the government, having like duties 
and.responsibilities, and I hope that such 
reasonable appropriations may be made as 
will enable them to increase the usefulness 
of the laws they have charge of. 

“ THE FREEDMAN’S BANK. 

I desire ‘to call the attention of Con- 
gress to a plain duty which the government 
owes to the depositors inthe Freedman’s 
Savings and Trust Company. This com- 
awe Fen chartered by Congress for the 
venefit of the most illiterate and humble of 
our people, and with the intention of en- 
couraging their industry and thrift. Most 
of its branches were presided over by ofticers 
holding the commissions and clothed with 
the uniform of the United States. These 
and other circumstances reasonably, I think, 
lead these simple people to suppose that the 


invitation to deposit their hard-earned 
savings in this institution implied an 
part of the gov- 


on the 
ernment that their money should’ be 
safely kept them. When this company 
failed it was liable in the sum 
of $2,939,925.22 to 61,131 depositors, Divi- 
dends amounting in the aggregate to 60 per 
cent. have been declared and the sum called 
for and paid of such dividends seems to be 
$1,648,151.72. This sum, deducted from the 
entire amount of deposits, leaves $1,791,- 
744.50 still unpaid. Past experiencé has 
shown that quite a large part of this sum 
will not be called for. Phere are assets 
st?ll on hand, amounting to an estimated 
sum of $16,000, I think the remaiming 38 
per cent. of each of these deposits should be 
paid by the government upon principles of 
equity and fairness. The report of the 
Commissioner soon to be laid before Con- 
gress will give more satisfactory details on 
this subject. 
THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

The control of the affairs of the District 
ef Columbia having been placed in the 
hands of purely executive officers, while 
Congress still retains legislative authority 
relating to its government, it becomes my 
duty to make known the most pressing 
needs of the District, and reeommend their 
consideration. The laws of the District 
appear to be in an uncertain and unsatisfaec- 
tory condition, and their codification or re- 
vision is much needed. During the past 
vear one of the bridges leading from the 
District to the State of Virginia became 
unfit for use, and travel upon it was forbid- 
den. This leads me to suggest now the im- 
a of all the bridges crossing the 
otomac and its branches from the city 
of Washington as worthy of the attention 
of Congress, The Commissioners of the 
District represent that the laws regulatifg 
the sale of liquors and granting licenses 
be at once amended, and 
that legislation is needed to consolidate, 
detine and enlarge the scope and powers of 
charitable and penal institutions within 
the District. Ll suggest that the Commis 
sioners be clothed with the power to make, 
within fixed limitation, police regulations, 
1 believe this power, granted and carefully 
used, would tend to subserve the good order 
of the municipality. It seems that trouble 
exists, growing out of the occupation of the 


streets and avenues by certain = rail- 
roads having their termini in -the 
city. It is very important that such 


laws should be enacted upon this subject 
as will secure to the railroads all the facili- 
ties that they require for the transaction of 
their business, and at the same time protect 
citizens from injury to their persons or 
property. The Commissioners again com- 
lain that the accommodations offered them 
or the necessary offices for District busi- 
ness and for the safe keeping of valuable 
books and papers are entirely inefficient. 
reccuemnendl that this condition of affairs be 
remedied by Congress, and that suitable 
quarters be furnished for the needs of the 
District government.

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The message of President Cleveland, 
which Ture Times prints in full this 
morning in twelve even columns of 
solid minion, is a fair state-paper. 
Though not especially notable for its 
matter, its language and statements 


are clear and straightforward, its 
diction exceptionally good. As a busi- 


ness-like report on the condi- 
tion of the country, it ranks well 
among similar state papers. We pre- 
sent it, appropriately subdivided and 
sub-headed. 

The President commends and de- 
fends civil service. He says: “I in- 
voke for this reform the cheerful and 
ungrudging support of Congress.”’ In 
the elegant language of the Ahkoond 
of Swat, he is in favor of ‘* Snivel- 

ervice’’ Reform. | 

He renews his hostility to silver 
coinage, calling attention to the report 
of the Director of the Mint, who states 
that at the time of the passage of the 
compulsory coinage act of 1878, the 
intrinsic value of the silver dollar was 
944 cents, and that on the 31st day of 
July, 1886, the price of silver reached 
the lowest stage ever known; that the 
intrinsic or bullion price of the 
standard silver dollar was at that 
date less than 72 cents. The. price 
of silver on the 30th of November was 
such as to make the dollar intrinsically 
worth but 78 cents. The fluctuations 
in the price of silver, argues Mr. Cleve- 
land, do not indicate the success of the 
compulsory coinage law. He renews 
and again urges his former well-known 
recommendation in favor of suspending 
the coinage of silver. This was to be 
expected. 

The paragraph of the messagé dis- 
cussing labor and capital recommends 
an enlargement of the Labor Bureau 
by the addition to its functions of the 
power of arbritration between differing 
employés and employers. 

The President notes with satisfac- 
tion what he claims to be the progress 
made in Indian management. He 
holds that the system of agencies is 
no longer adequate to the needs of 
the Indians, and says: ‘‘Barbarism 
and civilization cannot live together; 
it is impossible that such  incon- 
gruous conditions should  coéxist 
on the same soil. They are a 
portion of our people, are under 
the authority of our government, 
and have a peculiar claim upon and 
are entitled to the fostering care and 
protection of the.nation.’’ He favors 
the policy inaugurated by President 
of breaking up the tribal 


severalty, and of acquiring homesteads. 

A paragraph on the Apaches credits 
Gen. Miles with succeeding better in 
their management than Gen. Crook— 
which may be considered an open 
question. 

He favors laws for the better pro- 
tection of the public lands, recom- 


-mends the repeal of the Preémption 


and Timber Culture Acts, and 
that the homestead laws be so 


. amended as to better secure compli- 
‘ance with them and cultivation for five 


years from date of entry of lands home- 
steaded, without commutation or pro- 
vision for speculative relinquishment. 
He also recommends the repeal of the 
desert-land laws, or their amendment 
to prevent abuses. He declares him- 
self against unlawful fences on the pub- 
lic domain, and promises to see that 
they are torn down.

Lord Colin was next Sworn. He testified 
that he first met his wife in the month of 
September, 1883, at pifppes the chief seat

The acquaintance 
soon resulted in an engagement to be mar- 
ried. He next saw Miss Blood in London 
during October. At this time witness was 
suffering from a fistula. An operation was 
performed upon him, but it failed on ae- 
count of fever he had, and which was ag- 
gravated by anxiety —— his engage- 
ment.

A MONGOLIAN MELEE. 


Highbinders Fighting to Gain Pos- 
session of Three Women. 

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 6.—[By the Western 
Associated Press.} A few days. since 
United States Commissioner B. N. Bugbey 
issued a writ and had three Chinese women 
taken from an I street Mongolian bagnio, 
in this city, on the ground of their being 
held in a house of prostitution against their 
will. They were subsequently released on 
the bonds of certain Chinese for their ap- 
pearance before the commissioner. This 
forenoon accordingly the women were pre- 
sented in court by their bondsmen at the 
hour appointed. The hearing was soon 
after adjourned until this afternoon, and 
deputy United States marshals started to 
take the women for safe-keeping. They 
were followed by a crowd of Chinese and 
the marshals put the womenina hack to 
take them away from their pursuers. While 
seeking to do this the highbinders made an 
attack upon the party to release the women, 
and quite a melee ensued. The glass in 
the hack was broken and other damages 
to the vehicle followed. Pistols were drawn 
on both sides. The Chinamen clambered 
upon the hack, but were finally held at bay, 
and the hack was rapidly driven away. rt 
a later hour this afternoon the case was 
postponed till to-morrow.

The Southern Pacifle Railroad Com- 
pany propose to build a branch’ link 
into the San Jacinto valley.
